Transportation Study (AMATS) Transportation Improvement Program (TIP).
Your approval is recommended. AMATS has determined that the TIP conforms
with the federal Clean Air Act as amended in 1990. Federal Transit
Administration and Federal Highway Administration must concur with the
Anchorage air quality conformity determination for non-exempt projects.

Projects exempt from air quality conformity may proceed upon your approval of
the TIP.

The Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) and the Federal Transit
Administration (FTA) have jointly certified that the Anchorage Metropolitan
Area Transportation Study (AMATS) plarming process meets the requirements
of 23 CFR 450.334.

In addition, we find that after approval of the AMATS TIP, the Statewide
Transportation Improvement Program (STIP) continues to comply with federal
requirements as follows:

o That the STIP has been developed with public involvement as required by
Section 450.212 of the Statewide Planning Regulations,

. That the STIP contains only projects consistent with the Alaska Statewide
Transportation Plan (Vision: 2020),

. That in nonattainment areas, the STIP contains only transportation projects
found to conform, or from projects that conform, to the requirements
contained in 40 CFR part 5 1,

. That the STIP is fiscally constrained by year,

. That the STIP contains a list of priority projects to be carried out in the first
three years of the STIP,



. That the existing transportation system is being adequately maintained and
operated.

Your approval of the 2001 - 2003 AMATS TIP is recommended.

Your Cctober 4, 2000, letter submtted the 2001-2003 Anchorage
Metropolitan Area Transportation Study (AMATS) Transportation

| mprovenment Program (TIP) to the Federal H ghway Adm nistration
(FHWA) and Federal Transit Administration (rta) for joint
approval .

AMATS, the Anchorage Metropolitan Planning O ganization (MPO),
prepared a conformty determ nation for the Anchorage carbon
nmonoxi de (CO nonattai nnent area consistent with the U S.
Environmental Protection Agency / U. S. Departnent of
Transportation conformty rule dated August 15, 1997. Based on
our review of the MpPo’s conformty determ nation for the
Anchorage CO nonattainment area, we find that the amars TIP
conforns to the State Inplenmentation Plan's purpose of reducing
the severity and nunber of violations to the National Ambient Ar
Qual ity Standards (NAAQS) and ensuring expeditious attainnment of
the standards. The U S. Environnental Protection Agency has been
provi ded an opportunity to coment on this U S. Departnent of
Transportation conformty determnation prior to its approval.

Based on our review of the subject STIP amendnment, we concl ude
that the amaTs TIP:

Was approved by the MPo and Governor's designee and has been
i ncluded without nodification by reference in the STIP as
amended,;



Comtains all projects within the Anchorage metropolitan
pl anni ng area;

Cover a period of not less than 3 years and includes a

priority list of projects to be carried out in the first
three years;

Was devel oped consistent with the public invol vement
procedures as published and adopted;

s financially constrained by year and includes a financi al

plan that denonstrates that all projects can be inplenented
using current revenue Sources;

Contains only projects that are consistent with the
transportation plans;

Contains all regionally significant transportation projects;

Contains all transportation projects proposed for funding
under Title 23, USC, (including Federal Lands H ghway
projects) and Federal Transit Laws, as anended,;

Contains only transportation projects found to conformto
the requirements contained in 40 CFR Parts 51 and 93.

Therefore, we find that the AMATS TIP is based on a continuing,
cooperative, conprehensive transportation process carried on by
the State, MPO and transit operator in accordance with the
provision of 23 USC 134 and 49 USC 5303.

The subject STIP anendnment submitting the amaTs FY 2001-2003 TIP
is approved. Since the subject document also addresses the sane
program requirements 23 USC 105, our joint approval also
constitutes 23 USC 105\progran1approval

The program would allow the Municipality of Anchorage to select
State-owned roads that both need reconstruction and for which the Municipality would
accept ownership and future maintenance responsibilities, once the road is reconstructed
t0 urban standards. Funding for this program is separate from, and in addition 1o. the
AMATS allocation for other roadways, transportation enhancements, \nd CMAQ type

projects.
